Annexation of North Palo Alto 


will put an extra $26,388 in the City 


of Menlo Park’s pocket during the 
coming year despite the fact that no 
taxes will be collected from the area 
until the fiscal year 1952-53, accord- 
ing to an estimate by City Manager 
Cc. L. Longson. 


Longson reported to the city coun- 
cil Tuesday night that he was told 
in Sacramento ‘last week the city 
would receive its full share of the 
state motor vehicle fund apportion- 
ment and three-quarters of the full 
year’s gasoline tax fund due for the 
new area during the coming year. 


This, Longson said, would amount 
to about $6 per capita, figured by 
the state on the basis of three times 
the total number of registered vot- 
ers. Voters in the area total 1466. 

Mayor Charles P. Burgess observed 
that the money to be received would 
help the city pay for services to be 
rendered in the area during the 
coming year when no property tax 
revenue will be received.

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Building Permit Figures Trace Boom 
In City Growth Over Last 10 Years 


A summery of Menlo Park build- 
ing activities during the past decade, 
showing the growth of a country 
community to a promising young 
metropolis, was released this week 
from the office of Building Inspect- 
or James Steiger. 

Comparing the total number of 
building permits issued through the 
fiscal year 1941 to 42 with those is- 
sued during the fiscal year just end- 
ed, the figures offer statistical proof 
of the evolution in local construc- 
tion. 

During the fiscal year 1941 to 1942, 
a total of 73 building permits was 
issued. Tctal assessed valuation of 
units authorized’ during that year 
was $364,542. On June 30, 1951, Stei- 
ger’s office tabulated a total of 739

Trout—Ends October 31. Bag and 
possession limits: 15 trout, salmon, 
or whitefish, or combination.

Fire Commissioners Study District 


Need for $250,000 Bond Issue 


Commissioners of the Menlo Park 
fire district, faced with the problem 
of providing continued adequate fire 
‘protection for the area, this week 
continued to eye the possibility of 
@ proposed $250,000 bond issue with 
which to finance needed improve- 
ments. 

The trustees last month called for 
“facts ‘and figures” which would 
show that a bond issue at the pres- 
ent time would actually lower costs 
to home-owners and businessmen, 
now required to pay higher fire in- 
surance rates than they would if 
the district had more equipment. 

At last month’s meeting, Fire 
Chief Thomas F.. Cuff reported that, 
if additional firefighting equipment 
is not purchased in the near future, 
the district may actually find itself 


Homeowner 
Lauds Firemen | 


The Menlo Park fire district this | 
week received a letter of commenda- 
tion from Albert W. Gilbert, whoge 
home at 975 Oak lane in Atherton, 
was damaged by fire recently. 

Reviewing the blaze, Gilbert, who 
estimated a property loss of :approx- 
imately $9,000, said, “I «believe the 
margin between having a repair- 
able home or no home at all was 
only a matter of seconds. 

“The efficient work done by your 
firemen made that difference,” Gil- 
bert said in a letter addressed to 
Chief Thomas F. Cuff. 

Gilbert, manager cf a San Fran- 
cisco fire rating bureau, claimed 


work cf the local fire district clearly 
showed the results of excellent 
training and said he “felt fortunate 
to live in an area receiving this high 
cegree of protection.” 


Firemen’s Wage 
Boost Studied 


Citing the need for more man- 
power, Menlo Park fire district com- 
missioners Monday night authoriz- 
ed hiring of three more men and 
agreed to study of wage scales in 
other Peninsula firefighting organi- 
zations as a possible preliminary to 
raising firemen’s wages here. 

With -the authorized hiring, the 
Gistrict will have a complement of 
46 firemen. 

Fire Chief Thomas F. Cuff report- 
ed that most area fire districts have 
had pay increases since the Menlo 
Park district’s last boost—a five per 
cent pay raise which became effect- 
ive last Jan. 1. 

The commissioners asked that pay 
scales for other fire departments be 
collected for study at their next 
month’s meeting. 


Fire Damages 
EPA Safeway 


Menlo Park fire district firemen | 
responded to a “two alarm” blaze 
at the East Palo Alto Safeway store, 
1991 University averue, last Friday 
morning which resulted in an esti- 
mated $17,090 damage. 

The fire was brought under con- 
trol a few minutes after the fire- 
men first arrived on the scene after 
being called at 4:24 a.m. A short- 
circuited wire at one of the estab- 
lishment’s “checkout” stands was 
given as cause of the blaze. 

The total damage estimate includ- 
ed $7000 damage to the building and 
$10,000. to contents. 

Although the actual blaze was 
brought under control in a few min- 
utes, firemen said, more than two 
hours were required to clean up the 
Cebris.

The $250,000 secured through the 
bond issue will be used to finance 
imprcvements in the district which, 
underwriters have reported, are nec- 
essary before the area can qualify 
for a lower fire insurance rate 
bracket. 

At a meeting of the fire com- 
missien held last November, the 
district’s trustees were told that 
needed improvements included ad- 
diticnal fire houses, at least one 
new fire engine, more manpower 
than is at present employed and 
special alarm systems to be instal- 
led in mercantile zones, at 
schoels and at “special hazards.” 

The needs were listed in reports 
given by Loren Bush, chief engin- 
eer of the Board of Fire Under- 
writers of the Pacific and by Jay 
Stevens, assistant general manager 
of the National Board of Fire Un- 
derwriters. 

The improvements listed at the 
November meeting were character- 
ized as “the most economical” means 
of securing a lower fire insurance 
rate for homes and businesses in the 
district. 


MEETS COST 


Bush said at the time that the | 


lower rates would “go a long way” 


toward meeting the cost of the 
bond. issue. 
The proposed bond issue, if 


brought to a vote, will be the first 
to be called in the history of the 
Mienlo Park fire district. 

At the November meeting, Stevens 
observed that bond issues for fire 
districts were “not uncommon” in 
this area, in view of the ranid 
growth of population and the need 
for keeping abreast of fast-growing 
residential and commercial develop- 
ment. 

“The Menlo Park fire district 
has done very well in providing 
adequate fire pretection, thus far,” 
Stevens said. 

“But certainly the time has ar- 
rived when a bond issue should be 
called as a matter of good business 
practice, spreading the cost of im- 
provements needed today over the 
next few years.” 

Preliminary discussion of the bond 
issue took place in the spring of 1959, 
but discussions halted and plans 

were held in abeyance at the cut- 
break of the Korean war. 

The original discussions were un- 
dertaken when it was learned that 
the state health and safety code, 
under which the district operates, 
can be interpreted to mean that 
capital outlay expenditures must be 
financed through bond issues and 
not out of regular budget funds.
